Wild Scenes in Mexican Capital When President Fails to Ten- 


der Resignation—Crowds of Madero Supporters Angered 


Instead of Subdued by B" 11 ets—President Lying Se- ' 


riously 111 With'.High Fever, Hears AngryCries. 


MEXICO CITY, May 24.—For six hours tonight thia city was in the hand* 


of a mob until a rainstorm, more effective than police and soldiers, caused 
tho<dispersal of most of them. At midnight, Kowever, a remnant, keeping step 
to th« beating of tin paijs and paying no attention tp the downpour, continued 
the demonstration, carefulry watched by the police and soldiers. 


Twice soldiers fired oh the mob, trie first time at the Zocplo, the'big square 


in front of the national palace, and again to disperse a mob which had stoned 
the building occupied by El Imparcial, and set it on fire. 


Nothing like accuracy is to be obtained tonight with reference to the num* 


ber of dead. Estimates run from seven to '30, including three policemen said 
to have been beaten to death by the "mob.

Diaz and Vice President Corral-would not resign before tomorrow, spectators 
m the galleries of the chamber of deputies precipitated a riot that has resulted 
in at least three deaths and many,wounded by volleys of police and troops.

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" THE COUNCIL AND THE LIQUOR 


LAW. 


AT four ininutes past midnight last 


Sunday morning a policeman went into the 
Store of the Colorado Springs Drug Com- 
pany,- which is run by Adolph Fehringer at 
the corner of Tejon and Huerfano streets, 
and found a clerk in the act of selling beer 
to customers. The clerk explained that he 
"didn't know It was past midnight," though 
there was a'clock in plain view. 


These facts were duly reported to the 


Mayor and Commissioner of Public SafeU. 
So far as we are able to learn, -they are not 
disputed in any essential particular though 
they have been the subject of street gossip 
for four days. The act to which thev relate 
is a plain violation of the liquor ordinance, 
committed on the very first day that the 
law was in effect.

done about it?

Nothing. 
Last Saturday night the Spaulding 


Hotel, owned by Commissioner of Public 
Safety Himebaugh and operated under lease 
of J. C. Leonard, had an "opening/' Liquor 
was served" with meals, the "meal" consist- 
ing, in neatly every case, of a fifteen-cent 
sandwich. ^After^pajing for the sandwich 
the "guest"' as. a ru1e, left it lying on his 
plate for the remainder of the evening. 
Under Mr. Leonard's extremely broad in- 
terpretation of the law (which apparently 
was sanctioned b\ the Commissioner -of 
Public Safety and owner of thejiotel, who 
was present throughout) he had a right to 
sell beer to a "guest"' at frequent intervals 
for four or five hours on the strength of 
one sandwich. At any rate he did it. Busi- 
ness was so good that the supply of "meals'5 


soon .gave out, so the overworked waiters 
merely transferred an uneaten sandwich 
from the plate of one customer to that of 
another and placed the stein beside i£.

Fehringer "s malodorous record in* the 


matter of illicit liquor-selling is so well 
known that he should not have been graft- 
ed a license. It is a. record which justifies 
the belief that he will not be bound °by the - 
restrictions of any law, however just, when 
it suits his convenience to break it. _ But 
the fact remains that a license was issued 
to him, and it appears, too, that he pro»_ 
ceeded to violate the law without a. day's 
deist).

The announcement of the official figures of 


births and deaths in France for the >ear 1910 haa 
supplied ft familiar text for the discussion of French 
depopulation., AB a matter of fact, the statistics are 
rather favorable than otherwise, a« they show a sur- 
plus of biithu o\er deaths for last >our of slightly 
more than 70.0W), tho largest since 1PO.J, when the 
gain •n.ts 73,106, 


This pain is due entirely to the dlbpt oporttonate 


of the number -of deaths as compared with 


births, for the diminution In the number ot births 
continues, and last year's tbtal Is one'ol the smallest 
In French hlfitorj. 
How astonishing the reduction 


in the death ralo hus been la ree\jled by the faet 
that Tn 1000 th« total n«urt>jer of deaths, was 863,285. 
Last jear It was 703,771. Ten years, theretoc, have 
brought a decrease of nearly 1BO.OOO m the number 
of deaths 
l\\ the same 'time the births ha\e fallen 


from 8.27,297 to 774.3G8, or 62,939. 


In 1000 the death rate In France was El 9 per 


thousand, the birth rate but 21.2, an.l the surplus 
of deatlis o^er births 26,000. In 1910 the birth rate 


137, Mhile the death rdte had dtupp^d to 17.9, 


and the surplus of births over deaths u<ta 7t,000. 
In a decade, therefore, the births hnd declined 6 4 
per cent and the deaths 17.6 per tent, or nearly 
ihree times as much. This result is due In part to 
the unprecedented fcmaltuess of the total of deaths 
last >e.xr, but process has been fairly regular.

"Her angelic face can 
bear no other name, onp look suffices 
to bind your heart to her forever" 


There are many roads to fame

was along the 'nay of beauty—beauty 
of person and beauty of soul—that 
Madame Recamier made her triumph- 
ant march to the recognition that can 
never fade ana^. 


Julie Bernard was born at Lyons on 


December 4, 1777. Her father \\as <i 
notary, but beyond the- fact that he Was 
extremely good looking, he does not ap- 
pear to have been distinguished in any

Her mother was also eln- 


pularty beautiful, and an accomplished 
woman as well. 


When Julie "as young tho family

have paid more honor to a vvidovv of 
Franco who had lo&t her liu&band on 
tho field of battle." 


The first eight jeai-s of the Nine- 


teenth century maj be regarded a*> the 
period of Madame Recamfer s reign as 
queen of Parisian society. Her hus- 
band's banking house had now becomo 
one of the v eaitlwest in France, and

to undermine Madame Recamler's, so- 
cial position, the general began to 
manipulate banks and bourses-with the 
same skill as be did armies and navle^, 
and when the Recamier bank becama 
involved on account of the financial 
panic in Spain the Bank of France, at 
Napoleon's inttigatlon, refused him the 
IJttla aid that would have helped him 
to tide over the affairs of the bank. 


Madame Recamier, awarb that she 


herwelf was indirectly the cause of her 
husband's failure, bore this reversal of 
fortune without a murmur. Her hus- 
band voluntarily resigned all his per- 
sonal possessions to his creditors, and 
his,wife disposed of her Jewelry to the
